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NORTH-WEST ELECTIONS. 


Tur result of the first parliamentary clec- 
tion contest in the North-West is that four 
supporters of high taxes, of locked up lands, 
of railway monopoly, of corrupt government, 
nave been returned. If a bad start insures @ 
good ending the political future of the North- 
West must certainly be bright. How has 
such a result been attained in a country 
where men are supposed to be peculiarly in- 
clined to look out for their own interests? 
Not a man in the North-West but knows that 
the high taxes of the national policy are di- 
rect robbery upon him; that the locked up 
land kecps the yreater part of the country a 
desert and the people in the remainder iso- 
late and poor; that the railway monopoly 
ineans double toll on supplics in and produce 
out ; that the resources of the country have 
been used for the prostitution of parliament 
—and yet the psople have, by vast majorities, 
declared their con iftence in the men whose 
business in parliament will be to condone 
these wrongs and uphold this misgovern- 
ment. 

One great reason is that the self interest 
which should have been the strength of the 
North-West has, hy being carried to an ex- 
treme and taken in an individual instead of a 
collective sense, been its weakness. The ten- 
dency has been for each elector, each commu- 
nity, each district to seek its own advantage 
at the expense of its neighbor. The fox 
who could do nothing if the geese acted 
unitedly, has, when each one thought to pro- 
fitat thy expense of the rest, raked them 
all into his den, to his immense profit and 
their immense loss, individual and collective. 
It ie hard in this practical country to argue 
against a man securing his own personal ad- 
vantage on every occasion when the oppor- 
tunity is offered iim, and if substantial and 
adequate advantages were secure! by each 
individual who assisted in rolling up the 
government majority there would be less 
ground of complaint. But as a matter of fact 
at least 9) per cent of the advantages expect- 
ed to be derived were of the will-o’-the-wisp 
nature. As has been said in effect of princes, 
those who put their trust in politicians are 
out of luck. Politics—practical politica—is a 
lottery in which the prizes are rather less in 
proportion to the blanks than in an ordinary 
game of chance, and while wo few individuals 
and still fewer localities may have advantaged 
themselves by supporting what they knew to 
be misgovernment, the vast majority have 
simply been humbugged; while they, with 
the country at large, suffer great, though of 
course not irreparable, loss. That each indi- 
vidual in the North-West would have been 

Oinancially a gainer had a successful strike 
been made ayainst misgovernment at this 
election admits of no doubt, but as the mat- 
ter stands now every individual suffers a loss 
while only a sm il! percentage of the Winning 
and a still smaller percentage of the losing 
party can hope foviny direct gain, Selfish 
interest has bee. a losing game. Throughout 
the territories the men who draw the coun- 
try’e money for doing the country’s work, 
acted as the special azents of the party in 
power, ably assisted by the still larger num 
ber who hoped at some future day to rise to 
the summit of their ambition, the drawing of 
Bovernment pay. Wherever selfish interest 
showed itself they were ready to pull the 
wires which would Lest turn it to their was- 
tera’ account—and they did their work well. 


| have large claims pressing against the 


etniment for the rebellion losses of two years 
ago, clainis which have purposely been left 
umecttied with a view to influencing this 
election. Many of the people have been in 
actual want during the past two years, and 
their only Lope is the prompt payment of 
these claims. They were told distinctly and 
repeatedly by the yvovernment agents that 
if they did not vote as they were required 
their losses would not be paid. Many had 
alrcady had too good evidence of the brutal 
nature of the party with whom they had to 
deal, and if, iu consequence, they voted 
against What they knew to be right, while 
they cannot be praised they can scarcely be 
blamed. With such a hold as this upon alarge 
proportion of the people of Saskatchewan, 
the only wonder is that the government ina- 
jority was not larger. In Assiniboia, East 
and West, great part of the farming popula- 
tion were not free agents, while the propor- 
tion of governmert officials present and pros- 
pective was yreater than elsewhere. Farm- 
ing has not been altogether successful there 
during the past two vears, and many of the 
people are in need of at least seed grain. 
The same pointed arguments that were used 
in Saskatchewan were as unscrupulous- 
ly used in Assiniboia with a like result. 

Another cause of the result as it stands 
was perfect organization on the one side and 
a Jack of all organization on the other. True 
the reform party of the east made an effort 
to introduce their organization into the ter- 
ritorial fight and were sufficiently successful 
to ensure a bad defeat. After the defeat of 
the party on February 22nd the organization 
was only adead weight in the North-West 
contest. It was strong enough to bring a 
man before the electors, but not sufficiently 
strong to give him valuable assistance to- 
wards hiselection. While the liberal party 
has persistently opposed the government's 
North-West policy it is generally understood 
to be as a matter of party rather than of 
principle. And until they put forth an ac. 
ceptable alternative North-West policy, and 
take a firm stand upon it, they need not hope 
to Jo more than assist the election of govern- 
ment candidates, by furnishing them with a 
good rallying cry and giving them use for 
their old stock of slanders upon Mackenzie's 
administration ; which, although good, of 
course was not perfect. 

Aside from the position taken by them in 
supportof the administration, the four North 
West members elect will compare favorably 
with those of any province in confederation. 
They pre all local men of high standing, who 
are identified thoroughly with the country 
and in the vocations which they have thus 
far severally pursued have shown good abili- 
ties. Such men are naturally far preferable 
to mere politicians however able, and it is to 
be hoped that in the duties they have been 
called upon to assuine they will do as well as 
in those that have fallen to their lot already. 
Against them there is nothing to be said, and 
as little against their unsuccessful opponents. 
The only objection to them is that they were 
elected in the cause of the government in- 
stead of in that of the people. If this is an 
unjust accusation it is their privilege during 
their term of office to show by the measures 
they introduce, the policy they support and 
the course that they take, that they, and not 
their opponents, are really the people's 
friends,

section of the North-West to place before the | 


new comers its peculiar attractions, so that in 
so far as the different localities meet the dif- 
ferent tastes of the immigrants, they may 
know where they can be accommodated wit 
a locality which suits them. The new comer 
js too apt to judge of the whole country by 
the part that he first sees, and by the opinions 
that be firsthears. The traveller newly ar- 
rived in Winnipeg fancies the whole North. 
West a level treeless plain with muddy rivers 
wandering through it, marked by the strip 
of timber fringing either bank, To persons 
used to the hills and dales, the woods and 
tields, the streams and lakes of Ontario or 
England, the prospect is not generally pleas- 
ing and most of them receive an impression 
from Which they do not recover. Leaving 
Winnipeg on the C, P. R., coming westward, 
the dead low flat prairie soon changes to a 
higher and more rolling country with good 
soil and a little scattered timber, but scarce 
of water, This again changes to a still higher, 
more rolling, less timbered and less watered 
country which, excepting a hundred miles 
along the foot of the Cypress hiils, extends 
to Calgary. These are the parts of the coun- 
try that nine out of every ten men who cone 
to examine it see. The low iands of Manito- 
bamay be peculiarly adapted for dairying, 
the higher lands of western Manitoba and 
eastern Assiniboia f6t wheat raising and 
the still higher prairies of western 
Assiniboia and southern Alberta — tor 
winter grazing, But no large area of the 
whole immense extent is adapted for the pro- 
secution of the mixed system of farming that 
is the only successful system in northern la- 
titudes and the only one that Canadian and 
British immigrants are used to. Under the 
circumstances it is not wonderful that the 
western immigration of the past few years 
has been little or nothing. We have not been 
showing people the kind of country they 
wanted, and those whose part it is to laud the 
present administrators of Canada’s affairs— 
who claim to be the ouly patriotic Canadians 
—have taken pains to announce to the 
world in general, and to immigrants in parti- 
cular that this was the best the North-West 
had to offer. Adinitting, for the sake of ar- 
gument, that the three districts mentioned 
along the C. P. R. line are respectively the 
best in the whole country for dairying, wheat 
raising and cattle grazing—which is ot the 
case—and admitting these three industries 
to be at present extremely profitable—which 
they are not—neither the districts nor their 
industries suit the majority of farmers who 
know enough about farming not to wish to 
put all their eges into one basket— who know 
that it is easier, safer, better and in the end 
wore profitable to depend oa thoroughly 
mixed farming than ou any one branch of 
the industry. True, men have made fortunes 
out of specialtics, but where one dollar has 
been s0 made another has been lost, while 
mixed farming has been in good and bud sea- 
sous, in high and low prices, the main stay, 
the backbone of the connutry. While the 
region along the C. P. R. line is not adapted 
for nixed furnuing, a very large part of the 
country is, In north-western Manitoba, 
north-eastern Assiniboia, a great part of Sus- 
katchewan, all northern, and a part of south- 
ern Alberta, the distribution of hill and hol 
low, wood and prairie, grass and water and 
the unifonnly rich and mellow toil give every 
opportunity for raising crop and stock to the 
very best advantage ; and of this immense re- 
kion—the true fertile belt—Northern Alberta 
leads in richness of soil, rankuess of yrass, 
purity of water, abundance of wood and mild- 
ness of climate, and is equally acvessible by 
railroad andjsteamboat, with brighter pros- 
pects for early direct railroad communica- 
tion. While the wheat tarmers of Assiniboia 
and Dakota have to be furnished with seed 
xrain for this spring’s operations, the bins of 
the farmers here are still full of grain, in 
quality seeond to none in the world, which 
they are holding for one dollar a bushel, and 
Wil not take eighty or ninety cents. While 
the cattle wen from Calgary to the gulf of 
Mevico admit a loss of from: 25 to 40 percent. 
this winter, the cattle here are still fat, and 
there has been absolutely no loss from either 
dise se, cold or starvation. There has never 
been a total failure of crop here trom any 
cause, and there has never been a loss of 
stock from unavoidable causes. Vo the man 
Of stuail capital this part of the country offers 
special advantages over the prairie country 
slong the railway line. There his cash out- 
lay vexing when he buys the first board for 
his Shanty, and coutinues in every rod of 
. hee he puts up, and every stick of wood he 
ane from that time forward, to say nothing 
Chinery to be bought, with only one resource 
*heator cattle—from which to draw the 
“Upy of cash to meet all these require- 
evls; and when that tails allis lost, Inthe 
partly wooded country there is almost wo 
Cash outlay for baildiugs, fenees, or firing.

wealth will increase perhaps slowly, but cure 
ly, if be attends to his business, and whether 
the seasons are dry or wet, whether frost 
comes early or late, he is eure of @ living in 
any case, and sure when times are wood to 
tiake money. There is no part of the North 
West where people started farming with leas 
cash and with outside circumstances more 
avainst them than at Edmonton, and there 
is no part of the country to day without rail- 
road communication, where the community 
is more quietly prosperous or solvent than 
tight here. If during the coming summer 
people who come in contact with immigrants 
who express themselves dissatisfied with the 
open prairie, will direct them to northern 
Alberta, instead of trying to persuade thew 
that they ought to be satisfied with what 
their judgment rebels against, the country 
will gain many a settler that it otherwise 
would not, and every man in the country be 
so much the richer.

Each tender must be accompanied by an 
accepted cheque, approved by the Indian 
Ayent for the District, for at least five per 
cent. of the amount thereof, which will be 
forfeited if the tenderer declines to enter into 
a contract based on his tender when called 
upon to do so, or it he faiis to fulfill his con- 
tract to the satisfaction of the Departinet.
